1. ITALIAN EMBASSY INFORMED US NOVEMBER 15 THAT GOI HAS RE- 
CEIVED INVITATION, THROUGH GUINEAN EMBASSY IN ROME, TO SEND 
OFFICIAL DELEGATION TO PARTICIPATE IN NOV 22 ANNIVERSARY OF 
"PORTUGUESE INVASION". ITALIAN AMBASSADOR, AFTER INQUIRING 
WHETHER USG HAD RECEIVED INVITATION (WE TOLD HIM WE HAD NOT) 
SAID HE WOULD RECOMMEND THAT ROME APPOINT HIM AS GOI REPRESEN- 
TATIVE. 

2. JUNIOR FONOFF OFFICIAL TOLD EMBOFF NOV 17 THAT FOREIGN 
MINISTRY HAD INITIALLY RECOMMENDED INVITATIONS TO SEVERAL 
WESTERN GOVTS, INCLUDING US. HOWEVER, TO HIS KNOWLEDGE, NO 
INVITATION SENT TO USG (THOUGH HE CONFIRMS THAT INVITATIONS 
SENT BOTH TO GOI AND TO ITALIAN COMMUNIST PARTY.) 

3. IF USG IS IN FACT INVITED, RECOMMEND THAT DEPT NAME 
AMBASSADOR AS REPRESENTATIVE. THE WAY MATTERS ARE EVOLVING 
HERE, IT APPEARS NOV 22 AFFAIR WILL BE CONTINUATION OF GOG 
PROPAGANDA CAMPAIGN FOR ANGOLAN MPLA AND COULD BE OFFENSIVE 
TO WESTERN COUNTRIES. 
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
